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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


Our  terms  of  school  have  as  a  whole  been  successful 
the  past  year.  It  is  always  the  case  that  some  schools  will 
be  better  than  others.  This  is  not  always  due  to  the 
teachers.  Parents  must  interest  themselves  to  know  whether 
their  children  are  in  school  or  off  to  play. 

School  No.  9  was  carried  to  No.  5  and  No.  8  was  car- 
ried to  No.  10  with  good  results.  The  scholars  had  longer 
terms  and  ample  room  with  a  saving  of  fifty  dollars  to  the 
town.  The  same  should  be  done  in  No.  7,  where  the  schol- 
ars could  be  carried  to  No.  11  or  to  No.  2,  with  the  advan- 
tages already  spoken  of  to  the  schools  on  the  west  side  of 
the  river.  No  teacher  can  be  much  encouraged  in  a  school 
of  four  or  five  scholars,  while  the  incentive  to  study  is 
greater  in  the  class  than  for  the  scholar  to  recite  alone  or  in 
very  small  classes. 

The  school  in  district  No.  6  for  the  second  term  was 
not  up  to  our  expectations,  but  no  doubt  would  have  proved 
better  had  the  parents  caused  the  children  to  attend  more 
regularly.  This  school  is  noted  for  too  many  non-attend- 
ance marks  especially  during  the  fall  terms.  Schools  in 
districts  No.  1,  4  and  12,  in  our  judgement  made  the  best 
improvement,  although  there  were  others  nearly  as  good.
